I the increase of wealth and trade.

Allusions were made to the efforts 
I and achievements of contiguous ter* 
! ritories 
of 
surrounding 
counties 
: where the march of progress is rap­ 
idly outstripping the local effort and 
I leaving it sadly in arrears. 
Wise 
| county will soon become a hollow 
I square of listlessness and iudiffer- 
I ence which translated .into terms of 
I wealth and money will ultimately 
i cost it millions of dollars unless the 
I situation is amended and the county 
I broadens out on a preconcerted plan 
j of striving and achievement. 
The situation was looked at from 
the viewpoint of the townman solely. 
The business man may assist farm­ 
ing in many way! and reciprocally 
assist himself. 
It is herein that mu­ 
tuality lies— the town man using the 
machinery 
of 
his 
commerce 
and 
training, the provision of his mar­ 
kets etc., for the infusion of an ac­ 
tive and thorough-going interest in 
production, and farmers responding 
by a multiplication of his efforts and 
of his industry. 
So rapidly does science evolve new 
methods and modes of proceedure 
for its 
advancement, 
farming 
be­ 
comes -fl.n industry that is constantly 
susceptible to amendiqient and im­ 
provement. The dependent merchant­ 
man should see that no hindrances 
of restrictions are placed on the flow 
and free exchange of ideas, for here­ 
in lie the grounds of productive in­ 
crease and the basis of a live and 
profitable trade and commerce. 
Organizations of the specialized in­ 
dustries within the whole realm of 
farming are pf vital importance in 
that they contribute to the dissemi­ 
nation of useful information and the 
generation of that interest and en­ 
thusiasm that are so necessary to ac­ 
complishment.

Dodson of the Young Men’s 
Business League, held a meeting in 
the office of T. L. Ball Thursday 
morning and steps were taken to “ go 
a fte r’’ the Dallas-Wichita Falls in­ 
terurban. 
The report comes out of 
Dallas that the road is to be con­ 
structed and actual work will be 
started soon.

It was re­

that he favors the Decatur route, but 
there is a concerted movement on the 
part of certain Dallas interests to in­ 
sist that the road run through the 
town of Denton, leaving Decatur off 
the route. 
This movement by the 
Dallas interests is giving life to Den­ 
ton’s hopes of securing the line.
